DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 7, and 29-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kiba (2,734,222). Kiba (embodiment of figure 6) has a first part 12, a 
second part 1 1 , a hinge pin 16, a hiding member 24 with a first portion (top portion) and 
a second portion (vertical side portion), and a hook 17. Note that in claims 34-36, "the 
hiding member is penetrated by one or more apertures for facilitating injection molding" 
is directed to a process. The patentability of a product does not depend on it method of 
production. Kiba simply meets the structural limitations as claimed. 



Response to Arguments
